Report of Health Officer to Board of Health: 

During the fiscal year 1924 Lancaster has had more than the usual 
number of cases of scarlet fever, probably as the result of the widespread 
epidemic of streptococcus infections thruout the country. There have been 
eighteen known cases of scarlet fever in the town during the whole year, 
representing ten families, with sixty-three known family exposures. 
Eleven houses have been infected, in only two cases where there could 
be any connection traced between cases. No deaths have occurred, and 
at present there are no cases. Probably many cases occurred in the 
spring in the east part of the town that were not recognized as scarlet 
tever. | 

One case of measles was reported during the year. 

No typhoid fever or diphtheria has been reported.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
Yo the School Board of Lancaster: 

A consistent improvement is noticeable in our schools from year 
to year. This not only implies better teaching but our pupils are re- 
sponding to the improvement in their physical surroundings. Good light, 
sanitary toilets and fresh paint stimulate the self respect and ambitions 
of the scholars Teachers do better work with up-to-date text books, 
modern maps and other school room helps. 

Although the winter has been severe, attendance has kept up remark- 
ably well. If the chidren tackle all problems of life as courageously as 
they have the snow drifts, Lancaster will be famed as the home of noted 
men and women. ' 

During the summer extensive repairs were made at No. 6 including 
a new floor and toilet. Repairs were aso made at the Great Rock School 
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Sess minor repairs elsewhere. Adthatible seats and a jacketed stove 
were installed at No 7. 

The jacketed stove is coming to be regarded as a necessity Not 
only does it heat all parts of the room equally but it removes the danger 
of accidents by burns. As fast as possible we should install these stoves 
and also get rid of the old non-adjustible seats which produce rounded 
shoulders and curvatures of the spine. 

A committee conisting of B. J. Howe, Payson Fernald ‘and Richmond 
Rines, elected to provide a memorial to the late James E. McIntyre, has 
placed in the Mount Prospect school house a beautiful bronze tablet bear- 
ing this inscription: 

“In memory of the late James E. McIntyre 1863-1921, member of 
Lancaster School Board 1889-1917. In recognition of his long and faith- 
tul service to the cause of education to which he gave unsparingly of his 
time and ability, and to mark the esteem of his fellow-townsmen, this 
tablet is erected by the school district of Lancaster.” 

Our repair program for next summer should include a new toilet 
2t No. 9 and some alteration at No. 5 on the Riverton road. The latter 
school house has been crowded and there has been trouble in properly 
heating and ventilating it. 

The health work has been carried on successfully under the efficient 
direction of the pubic health nurse, Miss Alice Monahan. 

I express my thanks to the teachers for their loyalty and co-opera- 
tion.

To the School Board of Lancaster Town District: 

During the month of September all chidren in each of the ten dis- 
tricts were given a physical examination by Dr. Howard Cleasby with 
my assistance. 

Since that time I have tried to visit the majority of these schools 
on the average of once a month for the purpose of instructing the child- 
ren in habits of hygiene, including cleanliness, care of teeth, proper diet, 
importance of fresh air and exercise. 

I have emphasized the daily fulfillment of these habits in order to 
insure good health. 

Weight charts have been instituted in all the schools and an accurate 
record is kept showing the improvément of underweight and overweight 
children. There has been considerable improvement since the children 
were first examined in September. 

I have been endeavoring to place the schools on as perfect a physical 
basis as possible. Several of the defects have already been corrected and 
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with the co-operation of parents and teachers I hope before the school 
year ends to accomplish greater results. ;
